NOTES AND COMMENT. 


Spreading its oil upon the troubled 
waters of unemployment by spreading 
its work out among more men work- 
ing less time, the Standard Oil Com- 
pany makes economic history. A 
five-day week of 40 hours replaces a 
five-and-a-half day week, working out 
in one-eleventh less pay for everyone 
getting over $100 a month. Those 
getting under this are unaffected. 
Many men will be called back to work 
and a big group of five-day workers 
will be added to all communities. 
With two days a week for recreation, 
the thousands of Standard Oil work- 
ers will probably get right into their 
automobiles and use up a lot more 
Standard oil and gas, illustrating a 
nice economic set-up. The employer, 
giving more work to more mep, finds 
more of the pay he gives coming di- 
rectly back to him in company sales. 
With more business he can hire more 
men, and so the circle expands.

Britain watches the Commons de- 
feat by 801 to 71 the intense campaign 
waged to drop the new added tax of a 
penny a glass on beer. Chancellor of 
the Exchequer Chamberlain replies 
that the Government can’t do with- 
oub the £10,000,000 revenue involved. 
A Labor member points oul a new 
kind of abstinence that is growing in 
workers’ families—the fathers are be- 
coming heavier drinkers of beer and 
the babies are becoming lighter drink- 
ers of milk. 


Germany sees the Government use 
its dictatorial powers against the 
federal states for the first time. Ac- 
ceding © Fascist demands, President 
von Hindenburg orders Bavaria and 
other reluctant states not to interfere 
with the wearing of the Brown Shirt 
uniform or with Fascist parades. The 
states protest, even murmuring that 
they may secede, on the ground that 
the Reich Government has no right 
thus to override them. With the 
matter of ultimate authority still un- 
settled, there appears to remain no 
question of the powerful pro-Fascist 
trend in German affairs. Not until 
now has the will of Adolf Hitler been 
able to express itself forcibly through 
a presidential decree. 


———— 


Soviet Russia finds that swiftly 
changing decrees makes hard sledding 
for slowly changing minor officiale. 
Weeks ago new orders from Moscow 
permitted farmers to retain a@ few 
domestic animals and to retain and 
trade a certain surplus of their crops. 
But village officials still seize the 
domestic animals and still tax private 
trading out of existence. The result- 
ing confusion and unhappiness are 
traceable to men working from differ- 
ent points of view. The minor 
officials, holding to the perfection of 
the original Communist ideal, want 
no change. But the heads of the 
regime, learning through sober ex- 
perience, institute many changes in 
order to retain something of a Com- 
munist ideal to which they ¢an hold.

How About A Community Survey ? 


The more favorable weather conditions prevailing throughout the 
prairie provinces this year as contrasted with the previous three years, and 
the more encouraging prospects for an average or even better than average 
crop this year, have had the result of restoring confidence to hundreds of peo- 
ple who make their homes in purely rural districts and in the towns and 
villages which exist solely because of the agricultural activities in the dis- 
tricts of which they are the centre. True, there is little ready cash yet 
available, but hope has been renewed that the farming community of 
Western Canada has brighter days ahead. The acute discouragement of 
1931 is passing, and people are again thinking and planning for the future. 

Now is the time to think and plan. There are many little things to do 
that will mean much to commnunity betterment, and to the betterment and 
improvement of the individual farmstead, but which were neglected in form- 
er years, frequently on the plea that people were too busy to attend to them. 
That plea does not hold good at present; people in our towns and villages are 
not so busy at present that they cannot afford to give some time and effort 
to community affairs; that is, things which call for the giving of some time 
and effort but which do not call for the expenditure of money, but in the 
doing of which valuable community assets can be created.

Alberta’s Relief Settlement Scheme 
For Married Men Only 

Married men only will be placed on 
farms at the present time under the 
Alberta government's relief settle- 
ment scheme, it is revealed in a state- 
ment received by Calgary officials. In 
explaining that grants would be con- 
fined to married men, the statement 
{declared each family would be allot- 
ed $600, paid by Dominion, provincial 
and municipal governments, 

The grants will not be paid in cash. 
The funds will be kept in trust by 
the province and administered for 
each family’s benefit. The money 
must be used for sustenance and de- 
velopment only, the statement con- 
cluded, and must not be used for buy- 
ing land or paying taxes or rentals,

Binder Twine Shipments 


Eighty Million Pounds to Be Handled 
Over Lake Head Docks 

Binder twine to the amount of ap- 
proximately 80,000,000 pounds will 
be handled over the docks of Fort 
William and Port Arthur ports this 
year to meet the requirements of 
western Canada, where grain fields 
are expected to produce one of the 
biggest crops in history. 

Already twine by the thousands of 
bales is finding its way up the lakes 
to the twin ports to be unloaded 
and transhipped by rail to scores 
of distributing agencies throughout 
the three prairie provinces. 

Twine that will tie up Canada’s 
1932 crop is coming from the mills 
of the International Harvester com- 
pany, the Plymouth Cordage com- 
pany and from Dutch mills in Rot- 
terdam. Much of it will be unloaded 
at and shipped west from the trans- 
fer houses of the first two com- 
panies, but millions of pounds will 
pass through the C.P.R. and C.N.R. 
freight sheds, the whole operation 
providing employment for hundreds 
of stevedores during the summer 
months.

Grasshopper Plague 


Hope That Red Tick Would Abate 
Nuisance Has Proved To Be 
Unwarranted 
Winnipeg, Man.-—Hope that a tiny 
red tick, an attacker of grasshoppers, 
would aid Dominion and Manitoba 
agricultural departments in ridding 
the province's wheat belt of the worst 
grasshopper plague in 50 years, died 
today. The ‘hoppers are too robust. 

Norman Criddle, head of the federal 
government laboratory at Treesbank, 
Man., said the little parasites attack 
adult grasshoppers and do “about as 
much damage as a tick on a dog.” 
If they confined their activities to 
young ‘hoppers they would be able to 


materially check the grasshopper ad- 
i 


vance, he said. 

Jovernment experts said the grass- 
hopper outbreak in south Manitoba is 
the worst in the history of modern 
agriculture in western Canada, ex- 
ceeded only by that which lasted from 
1873 to 1875.

| Improvement In Western Provinces Is 
Indicated In Government Report 
Ottawa, Ont.—Canadian crop con- 

ditions are much improved in the 

western provinces and distinctly low- 


| er in the maritimes and eastern Can- 


ada, as compared with last year. This 
statement is made in the government 
report on crop conditions issued June 
28. 

Western crops have maintained 
their condition fairly well, the report 
states, in a period of spotty rainfall 
and higher temperature. Likelihood of 
heavy damage from cutworms is now 
past but grasshoppers are still dan- 
gerous and are particularly damags 
ing in Manitoba. 

In some large areas rain is need- 
ed to prevent crop deterioration, but 
generally the present moisture sup- 
plies are satisfactory, 

In British Columbia, recent weath- 
er has been almost ideal with plenty 
of hetat and rain.

Orop Report 


Varying from the stage of 
shot blade to fully beaded out 
at heights of more than three 
feet, the wheat crop in this dis- 
trict has shown quickend devel- 
opment with favorable weather 
and frequent showers during 
the past week. Oats and bar- 
ley are good, with early sown 
fields heading out. These grains 
are somewhat patchy however, 
having suffered considerably 
from insects. Rank growth of 
grain has drawn heavily 
on the moisture supply and 
the recent rains were very 
welcome. 


The Beet Webworm 


Southern Alberta will have 
to endure the beet webworm 
for another week to 10 days, 
according to Hod Seamans, Do- 
minion entomologist. 

The damage, says Mr. Sea- 
mans, has been greatest in the 
Carmangay and Champion dis- 
tricts, where gardens have been 
wiped out im some instances, 
In the Raymond district sugar 
beets have suffered heaviest 
from the infestation. 

“There will be another in- 
festation in late August or 
early September,” says the en- 
tomologist, “but it is not so 
likely to be serious.” 

In the Carmangay and Cham- 
pion districts the beet web. 
worms have stripped the gar- 
dens and in some places have 
entered the homes, creating a 
nuisance which householders 
have had difficulty to stem.
